City elections will be held in 
Fremont and several other south 
county towns on March 5. 

The Building and Construction 
Trades Council has endorsed 
Leon Mezzetti and Frank Hag- 
gerty to fill the two seats on the 
Fremont Council. 

The Alameda County Central 
labor Council’s COPE has en- 
dorsed Lynn “Red” Huckaby in 
Fremont, and also Louis Cortez 
in Newark. It interviewed some 
candidates from Union City 
along with the others on January 
30, but did not endorse in that 
race, or in Livermore or Pleasan- 
ton. (Yesterday, Feb. 14, it 
quizzed candidates for the April 
2 elections in Hayward and San 
Leandro, but that was after 
press time.) 

COPE has withdrawn its earl- 


ier endorsement of Mezzetti and 
Haggerty, Richard K. Groulx, 
Executive Secretary-Treasurer, 
announced in a press release. 
(below). 

The Building and Construction 
Trades Council, in making its 
endorsement on January 15, was 
primarily concerned about the 
many jobs at stake in city 
planning decisions. Its leaders 
believe joint action with home- 
builders and other organizations 
is necessary to assure “well- 
planned growth”. 

COPE was concerned with 
that issue, as well as with many 
other issues of concern to labor, 
such as attitudes toward public 
employees, but balked on mat- 
ters of campaign methods.

Administration as “a disgrace,” 
the California Labor Council on 
Political Education called on all 
California trade unionists today 
to tackle the job of restoring 
faith in the nation's political 
system in the primary and 
general elections scheduled this 
year. 

U.S. Senator Harrison Will- 
iams (D-N.J.) will be the keynote 
speaker at the convention to be 
held in Polk Hall in the Civic 
Auditorium in San Francisco on 
Thursday, April 11, John F. 
Henning, executive officer of 
California Labor COPE, said. 

“Senator Williams has com-

Berkeley

voting record in support of labor, 
consumer and civil rights issues 
and we are pleased to learn he 
will be able to address our 
convention,” Henning said. 

In an unusually hardhitting of- 
ficial convention call, the Califor- 
nia AFL-CIO declared: 

“The Nixon-Agnew scandals 
have left the Administration 
without honor or purpose. They 
have left the country without 
helmsmen, rudder or hope. 

“The facts are clear enough. 
Under Nixon, the White House 
became a planning base for 
felonious crimes. The Vice Presi- 
dent fled office to escape trial 
and penitentiary. Agnew re- 
signed. Nixon should.” 

Asserting that the American 
people “must find their way out 
of the tragedy,” Henning’s state- 
ment observed: 

“Industrial and financial pow- 
ers have been running the Ad- 
ministration and some elements 
of Congress as they would a 
puppet show. The American 
system cannot survive this sort 
of control of government by 
Capital... 

“The work of restoration must 
commence now. It cannot begin 
with the Big Money spokesmen 
who would manage and manipu- 
late both parties.” 

The convention call was sent 
to California Labor COPE affili- 
ates throughout the state to 
announce the organization's pre- 
primary endorsement conven- 
tion which is scheduled to start 
at 10 a.m. April 11.

Building trades call for another 
big turnout on Hayward zoning 


The building trades’ effort to 
get the Hayward City Council to 
rezone more than 800 acres of 
hill property for multiple hous- 
ing units will come to a head on 
Tuesday night, February 19. 
Union members are being urged 
by their leaders to repeat their 
performance of January 29, 
when a crowd of over 250 
persons overflowed the council 
chambers. 

Some of the south county 
unionists watched the proceed- 
ings on closed circuit television 
in another room while the council 
considered whether to rezone 
more than 800 acres of Garin 
ranch land which are now limited 
to use for single family dwel- 
lings. Spokesmen for labor were 
Lamar Childers, business repre- 


sentative of the Building and 
Construction Trades Council, 
and George Hess, business man- 
ager of Plumbers Local 444. 

Luther Curry, business repre- 
sentative of Hayward Carpen- 
ters Local 1622, said the rezon- 
ing would make it possible for 
development of at least two 
parcels to start this year, em- 
ploying between 300 and 400 
building trades workers. 

There is room for about 1800 
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on page 6 


units, plus stores and other 
facilities, Curry said. Developers 
would have to submit impact 
studies, pay for two access 
streets and for storm drains. 

The Carpenters’ representa- 
tive reflected the views of the 
other union spokesmen when he 
said, “I don’t believe that just 
because I live in a single family 
house I have the right to tell 
anyone else he can’t buy a duplex 
or an apartment in a condo- 
minium.”

WELFARE Commission was

Jobless claims up 


The total number of new 
unemployment insurance claims 
rose by 179,400 to 584,800 during 
the week ended Jan. 21, an 
increase of about 43 per cent 
over the 412,700 level recorded a 
year earlier, according to the 
U.S. Labor Dept. 

Of the total initial claims made 
during the week, 69,200 persons 
volunteered that their job loss 
was due to the energy situation, 
arise of 41,000 from the 28,200 of 
the previous week, the Labor 


Dept. said. Forty-seven states 
reported a higher volume of 
claims. 


“The impact of the energy 
shortage on transportation 
equipment manufacturing, es- 
pecially automobile and auto- 
mobile accessories, contributed 
heavily to the nationwide total, 
and was especially noticeable in 
Michigan where 23,000 energy- 
related initial claims were re- 
ported,” the Labor Dept. said.

Gov't backs drive for women 


A program to place women as 
apprentices in occupations tradi- 
tionally limited to men has been 
given an official boost in Califor- 
nia by the U.S. Department of 
Labor. The department’s Man- 
power Administration signed a 
one-year contract with an organi- 
zation in San Francisco called 
Advocates for Women, paying it 
$60,000 to recruit and prepare 
women for apprenticeship and to 
persuade employers and training 
committees to give women a 
chance. 

It is the first such federally- 
backed apprenticeship outreach 
program to be initiated by a 
women’s organization, and the 
second in the country. The other 
has been functioning in Colorado 
for three years, under the spon- 
sorship of the YWCA. 

Over the past year, Advocates 
for Women has counseled more 
than 200 women of all races who 
are interested in apprenticeship 
in such trades as carpentry, 
electronic technician, surveyor, 
printer, dental technician, auto 
mechanic, electrician and others. 
It was only part ef a broader 
effort to help women advance 
economically, but it became an 
important focus soon after one of

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the early sparkplugs, Becky 
Mills, introduced the organiza- 
tion to the California Apprentice- 
ship Council in January 1973. 
With the help of government 
agencies and the support of 
many congressmen and con- 
gresswomen, Ms. Mills and Dosh 
Worth created the proposal for 
the apprenticeship outreach pro- 
gram and submitted it to the 
Manpower Administration last 
June. 

The federal money made it 
possible for Advocates to employ 
a full time director, Dorothea 
Hernandez, who for the past 
three years was Assistant Di- 
rector of the Mission Model 
Cities program in San Francisco, 
and pay part-time salaries to 
three recruiter-job developers, 
who had been working as volun- 
teers. There is also some money 
for baby-sitting for women who 
need tutoring to help them pass 
apprenticeship exams. 

The organization is in touch 
with several women already 
working as carpenters, elec- 
tricians, and other mechanical 
trades who are willing to help in 
the tutoring, Ms. Worth said. 

Applicants should have a 
strong commitment and desire to 
learn, she added. They must, of

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course, meet the requirements of 
the apprenticeship program in 
which they are interested, which 
ususally means they must be 
between 18 and 31 years old and 
have a high school diploma or 
equivalent GED (general educa- 
tional development test). More 
information can be obtained by 
calling Advocates for Women, at 
495-6750, from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

Finding women who want to 
get into skilled trades will be 
easier than breaking down the 
attitudes that have kept women 
out of many occupations. Accord- 
ing to a report made by the State 
Division of Apprenticeship 
Standards last October, there 
were then 36,000 apprentices in 
314 programs. Only 106 of them 
were women, although women 
make up 52 per cent of the 
population. 

It is not just a matter of 
prejudice or habit — there is a 
shortage of jobs in some trades, 
and any new competition for 
them makes the employment 
problem that much worse. Still, 
civil rights and fair employment 
laws have opened doors for 
minorities, and recent court de- 
cisions have strengthened the 
hand of women demanding equal 
treatment in the labor market. 

As an example of the trend, 
Teamsters Local 70 recently 
initiated its first women drivers, 
five employees of United Parcel 
Service. “They are good, too,” a 
business agent told the Labor 
Journal, “but the men sometimes 
give them a hard time.”

A rash of lay-offs has hit our 
union. While this is generally a 
slow time of year, it’s worse this 
year because of the general 
economic situation. Practically 
every one of the labs of Dr. 
Campbell has been hit and there 
have also been a few lay-offs by 
the other employers. This is the 
largest number of lay-offs in 
several years. 

Several of the members who 
have been laid off have raised 
the question as to continuation of 
their insurance under our Wel- 
fare Plan. Your insurance con- 
tinues automatically for two 
months after the last month in 
which you worked at least 80 
hours. After the end of the two 
months, you may carry the 
insurance for another three 
months at a group rate that is 
considerably below the rate that 
you would have to pay as an 
individual. You may contact our 
office for further information on 
this. 

President Nixon has recently 
announced that he is requesting 
Congress to eliminate wage and 
price controls as of April 30 
EXCEPT for the health care and 
oil industry. If this goes through, 
we will again be on the short end 
of the stick. The Local meeting 
held on February 6th voted to 
wire President Nixon protesting 
this discrimination against our 
group and to write to the 
Congressmen and Senators de- 
manding that the “health care 
industry” be given the same 
treatment as the others who are 
being taken out from under 
controls. Each member is urged 
to write to your Congressman 
letting him know how you feel. 

I would like to remind all 
members that February is the 
month in which you can change 
your insurance under our techni- 
cians welfare plan. If you are 
under Kaiser and wish to change 
to Republic or vice versa, then 
get one of the forms that each 
office is supposed to have and 
send it in before March 1st. If the 
place where you work doesn’t 
have the forms, then let us know. 

The dental assistants wage 
reopener was settled with what 
we consider to be a substandard 
wage increase. This was due to 
the failure of these members to 
give us any real support at the 
meeting of January 27th which 
was called to plan further action. 
The Union is only as strong as 
the members make it! I hope that 
this situation will change by next 
October 1st when the contract 
expires. 

Since vacation time is not too 
far off for many members, I 
would like to remind both techni-

To all other union members in 
the Labor movement .. . We 
would suggest that they patron- 
ize only those jewelers who have 
a union watchmaker on the 
premises.

Robert S. (Bob) Freitas, a 
business agent for Teamsters 
Local 70 for ten years, will be a 
candidate for San Leandro City 
Council in the election on April 9. 

Three council seats and the 
Mayor's post are open. Candi- 
dates must be nominated from 
geographical districts but are 
elected by the voters at large. 
Freitas lives at 764 Estudillo 
Ave. and is a candidate in 
District 1. 

A resident of the city for 25 
years, Freitas has raised two 
daughters there (Sandra, 20, and 
Kim, 11), and his wife was born 
there. In addition, as a licensed 
foster parent for 18 years, he has 
helped to raise 30 other young- 
sters and is active in the Dads’ 
Club. 

Freitas said he feels organized 
labor should have effective rep- 
resentation on the council, and on 
commissions, “and what better 
representation could it have than 
a union business agent?” He 
favors “well-planned growth,” a 
speeding up of downtown devel- 
opment, and a “workable rapid 
transit program that will be 
convenient for the worker and 
enable him to leave his car at 
home.” 

As one who was a member of 
the police reserve for eight 
years, Freitas said he wants to 
put more policemen on the beat 
to protect citizens from street 
crimes, and “automatically pun- 
ish anyone using firearms in a 
crime.” 

During the strike of beverage 
drivers last year, Freitas asked 
the city council to pass an 
ordinance prohibiting the use of 
professional strikebreakers in 
the city.

I would like to remind you that 
if you have moved recently or we 
do not have your correct adress, 
please notify the Local Union 
office of the change complete 
with Zip Code, also your tele- 
phone number.

I have had quite a few fellows 
asking about the International 
pension, which if granted is $50 
per month, so I would like to 
explain it to you. First of all, 
there are two types of pension: 
OLD AGE PENSION and DIS- 
ABILITY PENSION, each re- 
quiring its own application. To 
qualify for the OLD AGE PEN- 
SION you must have been a 
member for 25 years continuous- 
ly without a break in member- 
ship and you must also be 65 
years old. There are a few other 
things that are requested in the 
application but these two things 
are a must. For the DISABIL- 
ITY PENSION, you must have 
20 years continuous membership 
and have an on-the-job injury. To 
prove this, you must supply a 
copy of the State Compensation 
document which will show the 
accident was covered by State 
Compensation laws in the state 
in which you were injured. Also 
requested is a statement from 
your Doctor setting forth your 
disability which occurred on the 
job and also stating if this is the 
cause of your disability at this 
time. Again, there are many 
other questions to be answered 
but the things I have listed are 
those most usually misinterpre- 
ted. If you feel you are or will be 
eligible for one of these pensions,

$30 million in’ 
vacation pay 
for carpenters 


Over $30 million in vacation 
benefits were distributed to 
about 40 thousand Northern 
California carpenters on January 
31, as the result of collective 
bargaining between the union 
and employers. 

Fund administrator C. Bruce 
Sutherland said the distribution 
included the accrual of 75 cents 
per hour worked, plus 5 per cent 
interest on the amount of contri- 
butions each carpenter earned in 
the accrual year. 

Sutherland noted that more 
than $217 million has been paid 
out to carpenters since the 
vacation program started in 1957 
— an obvious boost to the 
economy of the area. Any car-

Meany hits 
Nixon tax 
ducking 


President Nixon’s avoidance of 
federal taxes is the strongest, 
sharpest, most shocking evi- 
dence of the need for tax justice 
legislation, AFL-CIO President 
George Meany declared. 

Meany warned that it would 
be disastrous to a system that 
depends on the honesty and 
integrity of taxpayers if the 
American people were to follow 
their President’s example of 
avoiding or evading taxes. 

“This must not be the lesson of 
President Nixon’s tax returns,” 
he declared. “The-lesson must be 
the need for tax justice.” 

Meany included in his letter an 
AFL-CIO analysis of the tax 
avoidance devices used by Nix- 
on. It noted that Nixon’s 1970 
income tax payment of $792.81 
“was the same as that of a 
worker with three dependents 
who earned $8,250 that year.” 

His 1971 payment of $878.03 
was equal to that year’s tax of a 
working family earning $9,250. 

The President's effective tax 
rate over the four years came to 
only 7 per cent of his total 
income for tax purposes of 
$1,122,264. 

The analysis noted that the 
effective tax rate for a family of 
four earning $10,000 a year is 9 
per cent. 

During his first four and 
one-half years in office, the 
report shows, President Nixon’s 
reported net worth more than 
tripled. And one big reason was 
the $249,000 ‘‘tax saving” he

achieved by donating his pre- 
presidential papers to the Na- 
tional Archives. 

An important issue in deter- 
mining the legality of Nixon's 
claim of the donation of some of 
his papers as a $576,000 “charit- 
able” contribution is whether the 
gift was legally made before July 
25, 1969, the date Congress had 
set for abolishing that loophole. 

The AFL-CIO report also ex- 


plores many other questions. 
Among them, it asks whether 
the President can claim to be a 
California resident for the pur- 
pose of avoiding paying capital 
gains tax on the $142,912 profit 
he made on the 1969 sale of his 
New York apartment — and a 
resident of the District of 
Columbia for the purpose of 
avoiding payment of California 
state income taxes.

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Nixon credibility record 


For most of the five years tht the Nixon Administration has 
been in office, the American people have suspected they were 
not being told the truth about the economy.

Economic action sanctioned by 
Alameda County Central Labor Council 
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South county elections Mar. 5 


(Continued from page 1) 
was read to the Central Labor 
Council/COPE on Monday and 
was approved as part of the 
Executive Committee’s action. 
The text follows: 

Alameda County COPE, AFL- 
CIO (Committee on Political 
Education) at its regular meet- 
ing, Monday, February 11th 
voted to formally withdraw its 
endorsement of Leon Mezzetti 
and Frank Haggarty. 

The action followed a recom- 
mendation by the Executive 
Committee. Richard K. Groulx, 
Executive Secretary Treasurer 
stated that the withdrawal be- 
came necessary when it was 
discovered that the Associated 
Home Builders had selected the 
two candidates and maneuvered 


the endorsement of those candi- 
dates through labor groups in- 
cluding COPE. 

“Then,” he said, “they created 
a front group called ‘Concerned 
Citizens’ and attempted to create 
yet another front involving some 
of our affiliated unions.” 

“As the official representative 
of the AFL-CIO in Alameda 
County, the Committee on Politi- 
cal Education cannot remain 
silent about the disguised ex- 
penditure of builder’s money and 
the attempt to cover builders’ 
political activity, because it 
would amount to misleading the 
citizens of Fremont.

Punctuated by a union demon- 
stration outside the Board of 
Education meeting, negotiations 
resumed last week, only to be 
halted by the withdrawal of the 
CTA from its five seats on the 
CEC, a council which was set up 
to represent teachers under the 
Winton Act. The BFT has four 
seats. 
Although similar associations 
have cooperated with the union 
and have actually merged with it 


in some places in the country, 
leaders of the state CTA and its 
Berkeley chapter are “extremely 
and irrationally anti-union,” Ms. 
Bodenhausen said. 


At the same time the Berkeley 
Federation has been unusually 
successful in organizing teachers 
into the AFL-CIO, leaders of the 
Central Labor Council noted as 
the CLC granted strike sanction 
to the BFT, to be released at the 
discretion of the CLC secretary.

information from the planning 
commission. Curry said it is 
“terribly important that we have 
another big turn-out.” The Feb. 
19 meeting will start at 8 p.m. in 
the Hayward City Hall on Foot- 
hill between MacArthur and 
Nimitz freeways. (Take the Foot- 
hill ramp from MacArthur, or 
the Jackson St. eastbound from 
Nimitz. Jackson becomes Foot- 
hill at Mission.) 

In the January bulletin of 
Plumbers 444, Hess listed sever- 
al major areas where “no 
growth” pressure has held up 
development, seriously affecting 
the employment situation. 
Among them: 

e A court fight holds up the 
building of several hundred 
Mountain Village homes in Oak- 
land, despite approval by the 
city council. 

e Anordinance was passed by 
the City of Alameda last year to 
prohibit building of apartments 


Another turnout asked 


and townhouses throughout the 
city, except as already zoned. 

e Development of 9,000 units 
was approved by the city of 
Pleasanton and the county, 
which controls Dublin, but be- 
cause that is a “critical air 
basin,” no federal funding is 
available for the necessary sew- 
age treatment plant. 

e Livermore has applied a 
two-year study classification to 
the only area where growth is 
possible. In Fremont, develop- 
ment of the 400-acre Patterson 
Ranch and the 200-acre Brown 
Ranch— about 3,300 homes alto- 
gether — are being held up by 
the city council for a two year 
study, and another 900 acres are 
temporarily under wraps be- 
cause of anti-development pres- 
sure. 

“These are just a few exam- 
ples of the work lost to the 
building trades since the green 
panthers declared war on 
growth,” Hess said.
